NEW YORK NOTES.

NEW YORK, March 30.—The Democratic 
Union is believed to include too many anti- 
Tilden men to accord it the power of arrang- 
ing the differences in this State. The resolu- 
tion adopted last night is not regarded as 
pointing toward Tilden, as it declares that 
“*A candidate for the oflice of President should 
be a man whose convictions and works at- 
test his faith in and devotion to Democratic 
principles, whose character should be spotless 
and free from suspicion of blemish, and it is 
only the candidate who comes upto this stand- 
ard that will receive the aid of this Union in 
his election.’’ 

STARVING SLOVAKS. 

There have arrived at Castle Garden late- 
ly more than a_ thousand Slovaks, all 
of whom are utterly destitute. For all, ex- 
cepting 126, employment has been secured. 
Those are being fed and otherwise cared for 
out of the emigration fund. 

A CELEBRATION SUGGESTED. 

Anent the Yorktown celebration next year 
it is thought a commemoration of the surren- 
der at Saratoga would be fitting. At Sarato- 
ga the American army was exclusively com- 
posed of Americans, led by an Aamerican, 
and, unaided, this army compelled 6,000 
British to lay down their arms.

To 
work any land on his own account or to do 
business on his own account among the civil- 
ized tribes he must be a citizen, and to be 
qualified to be a citizen he must have at least 
one-sixteenth Indian blood in his veins, or 
else he must marry a woman who has the na- 
tive blood. Asis generally known, no indi- 
vidual can own any land; it all belongs to the 
Indian Government. A man may work as 
much as he chooses to fence in, but in no case 
does he acquire a A og to anything but the 
improvements. If he wishes to move he can 
sell his cabin and fenees, or he can take them 
down and move them to some other point. 

Here is a phase of communism pure and 
simple. How it operates will be shown in 
the course of this correspondence. 


FLYING TO THE NORTH POLE. 


A New Machine Invented by Mr. Ritch- 
ell, of Bridgeport, Conn. 
[From the New York Tribune.] 

An inventive Yankee, Mr. Ritchell, of 
Bridgeport, Conn., has conceived the idea of 
attempting to reach the North Pole by means 
cfaflying machine. He has opened an office 
at No. 92 Chambers street, inthis city, with 
a view of bringing his project directly before 
the public. A full-rigged **maqbine,” painted 
in gay colors and lacking nothing but the in- 
flation of its balloon portion to make it com- 
plete, rested in the Professor’s office yester- 
day. As explained by the inventor to a Tri- 
bune reporter, the invention lies in a combi- 
nation of forces—a balloon and a frame-work 
machine to aid in steering. The lifting pow- 


er is afforded by a cylinder made of Scotch | 
| gingham, coated with[India rubber, and cap- 


able of being inflated with 1,250 cubic feet 
of hydrogen gas. A rod of mandrel- 
drawn brass tubing is fitted along the under 
side of the balloonand is fastened toit by 
worsted bands. Fromthis rod the machine 
is suspended by slender cords. The after 
portion of the framework is the base of a par- 
alellogram of rods from whieh rise, length- 
wise, cuived rods eighteen inches high in the 
center and drawn together atthetop. A sin- 
gie seat for the conductor is placed in the 


center. His feet press against treadles, 
by which he is supposed to steer. 
There is a pair of handles, or 


levers, by means of which he regulates a 
three-bladed fan moving horizontally beneath 
the seat. This screw-like fan, **‘when revolv- 
ing 2,000 times aminute,’”’ as the Professor 
explained, ‘‘would give an essential move- 
ment of great powers A similar contrivance 
placed vertically at the extremity of the ma- 
chine will be called upon to make 2,800 revo- 
lutions a minute, and to thus furnish the driv- 
ing power that must be used when air cur- 
rents fail. 

“Do voureally think of starting for the 
North Pole on your machine’?’’ the reporter 
inquired of the inventor. 

**T certainly do. <All Il wantis the backing 
of scientific men and capitalists in this city— 
sufficient to equip a large fiving maehine and 
tuke me to the northern limit of navigation, 
and I will cheerfully start. Ha, ha,” enthu- 
siastjcally, ‘I think the great problem of the 
age may now be solved.” 

**Will your machine stand rough weather?”’ 
**No; but then you see, there is little or no 
rough weather in the extreme north. It is 
silently, intensely cold there. The main dif- 
ficulty to overcome was that of locomotion,and 
I have overcome that. My balloon, ‘educes 
the actual work of the conductor to a mere 
trifle. There is absolutely no danger. Wind 
or no wind, the thing can go. VT Ill bet $1,000 
that I can travel five miles on exhibition 
witbout carrying ballast or letting out gas. 
Publish that challenge to the world, and say 
that my machine has demonstrated the suc- 
cessful navigation of the air at any altitude 
yet attained by aerial ships.’’ 

‘What would you do in case of a storm?’ 
‘Get out of it, either by going up or down. 
Meteorologists have ascertained thatthe vari- 
ous layers or strata, soto speak, of the at- 
mosphere are virtually so many different cur- 
rents. You can nearly always strike the cur- 
rent you want. Should this be impossible,the 
mechanical motive power comes in handy. I 
can travelin wind of less velocitv than six 
miles an hour with perfect safety; yreater 
than that is astorm, you know, and must be 
treated accordingly.’’ 

**How low do you anticipate it will take you 
to reach the polar extremity of the earth?’ 

‘* About ten davs; or 500 miles travel, from 
the point of disembarking. ButIcan alight 


at any convenient time and place. Provisions 
and clothing can be easily  car- 
ried on the body of the ma- 


chine. If the balloon be destroyed or exhaust- 
edin any way Iam alost man, but that 1s onlv 
one contingency; theriskisless thanto any 
other Arctic vovager.’’

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A NIHILIST PRISON. 


Cruel Treatment of Prisoners--Cell 
‘Where a Princess Died. 
[Paris Cor. London Telegraph. | 

A short account of the celebrated case- 
mates of tbe Fortress of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, in which the Nihilists are confined im- 
mediately after their arre-t, will, I doubt 
not, be perused with interest by your read- 
ers. The writer, a St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent, obtained access to the casemates by 
a special order from one of the Grand Dukes. 
Ybe casemates are hollowed out under the 
Neva, and directly under the ramparts. - Their 
only window, a litile square nhule protected 
by a thick barred grating, rises buta few 
inches above the level of the river. Atstated 
distances there are iron doors opening into 
balls filled with sentinels, who, with loaded 
rifle and fixed bayonet, keep watch and ward 
over the unhappy tenants of the cells which 
open uponthem. As for the tiny prisons, 
they are very narrow quarters, square, with 
stone walls and floors, and fearfully damp, 
the water constantly dropping about in all 
directions. A chair, atable and a pallet of 1 
white wood form the only furniture. One of 
the pallets was found to be covered witha 
bed of straw horribly foul, but even this, poor 
luxury as it Was, must be considered an ex- 
ception. The visitor was allowed entrance 
to a few of the cells. ‘Their tenants were 
pale; they rose as he entered, accord- 
ing to order, but regarded him with a 
fixed look of déspair. ‘The writer was shown 
the famous Cell in ich was incarcerated the 
Princess Tarakangva, daughter of the Em- 
press Elizabeth, who fell a victim to her ri- 
val, the Empress Catherine II., grandmother 
of the present Czar. This unhappy woman 
perished in the cell under the most dramatic 
circumstances. /The Neva, swollen by the 
melted snow, suddenly rose, and the rushing 
torrent, dashing with overwhelming strength 
against the tiny window, broke in and filled the 
celi with water. The Princess was drowned. 
The cells of the great state criminals are lined 
with mattresses, and rings of iron are placed 
in the walls, to which many of them are bound 
when they are not strait-waistcoated. The 
guide informed the writer, among other 
things, that these unhappy men were asked 
every quarter of an hour if they were present. 
Whenever they failed to reply they were bar- 
barously punished. He also states that in the 
wall of the Emperor’s room 1s an invisible 
door, communicating with a little passage, 
— narrow, and leading to a subterranean 
gallery, hollowed out under the Neva. The 
gallery leads to the fortress, and, in case of a 
revolution or of imminent peril, the Czar 
could disappear in a few seconds from the 
Winter Palace, and a few minutes after find 
himself in perfect safety in the Fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, the guns of which, in 
a short time, could reduceg St. Petersburg to 
ruins. The palace of the Czar Paul I., which 
is now the Engineers’ School, was similarly 
provided; but when the assassins entered his 
room he had not time to flee, and wis struck 
down at the very moment when he was about 
to disappear behind the secret door, which 
was already open.

Minnie Fitch Sherman’s diamonds sent her as 
a wedding gift by the Khedive, sets forth that 
the jewels were once sent back Dy Gen. Sher- 
man totheirdonor.

that thére was a portmanteau inside contain- 
ing clothes marked ‘‘P. B.,” it is supposed to 
have been one of the relics of the Tay bridge 
disaster, separated from the other carriages 
by the wrench to which the whole train was 
subjected, and then floated out to sea with the 
ebbing tide.

MEN OF WEXFORD. 


Enniscarthy. 
{Cable Dispatch to New York Herald. | 


Mr. Parnell since hie return has carried 
things with a high hand, and has almost as- 
sumed a dictatorship as regards political af- 


meeting held here to-day for the purpose of 
selecting candidates for the Parliamentary re- 
presentation of Wexford. Mr. Parnell and 
two of the three candidates, Messrs. Byrne and 
John Barry, traveled from London by the 9 
o’clock train. “At Arklow, and several other 
railway stations, large crowds assembied on 
the platforms to see Mr. Parnell, and loudly 
cheered him. At Ferns, however, the enthu- 
siasm @as by no means so great as before, and 
many of the people shouted for Chevalier 0’- 
Cleary, who is the third candidate. 
When the train arrived at Enniscarthy it was 
received by an extremely large throng. Par- 
nell and his friends were cheered, but the re- 
ception was lukewarm in comparison with 
that which was accorded to the Rev. Joseph 
Murpby, of Ferns, who from that town 
traveled down inthe sametrain. It was ar- 
ranged that the meeting should be held at 2 
o’clock, but the point of vantage was at once 
cccupied by the Chevalier O’Cleary and six 
priests and round them rallied the Cnevalier’s 
supporters in large numbers. Mr. Parnell’s par- 
ty had decided that the Rev. Mr. Kenny should 
preside, but the meeting selected Rev. O’Gor- 
man, who was, however, assailed by a man 
named Murphy; a scuffle ensued, and the 
priest flung his assailants off the platform. 

At this moment Messrs. Parnell and Barry 
were seen advancing at the head of a large 
crowd, with a band playing and green ban- 
ners flying. They marched down the sloping 
ground towards the platform. ‘The assembly 
numbered not less than 15,000 men. The plat- 
form was densely crowded. Amid a great 
scene of disorder, Mr. Parnell struggled to the 
front of the stand. His appearance was a 
signal forthe uproar to commence. The con- 
fusion lasted for several minutes; yells, 
groans, cheers and cries filled the air. Rotten 
eggs were thrown at the agitator, and one of 
them struck him on the beard. For a mo- 
ment Mr. Parnell appeared to be on the point 
of addressing the people, but if he had formed 
this design he immediately gave it up. Silence 
having been in a measure restored, the 
Chairman, waving his stick over his head, 
said: ‘*Men of Wexford, listen to me. We 
come here to-day to.select a representative for 
ourconnty. We will hear Mr. Parnell, but 
we will not allow him to be our dictator.’’ A 
violent uproar here occurred. The crowd 
surged toward the platform, shouting. Sev- 
eral yelled, **Put Parnell down; put Parnell 
down.’”? Arush was madeat him by some 
men onthe stand. Thev seized him, crying 
out, **Parnell will go down te hell,’”? and en- 
deavored to drag him down to the ground. He 
clung to the front of the railing. Father 
Murpby and several other priests put their 
arms around him, and endeavored to protect 
him from the violence of his assailants,who con- 
tinued to rush forward. It seemed probable 
that he would in another moment be thrown 
off the platform. The crowd below, hooting 
and shouting, caught him by the legs, en- 
deavoring todrag him down. In thestrugyle 
his hat was battered and his trowsers split up 
tothe knee. He was only saved from another 
blow by astick being suddenly seized from 
behind by the gentleman representing New- 
port. Atthis stage in the proceedings the 
police, armed with rifles, advanced through 
the people and took up a_ position 
near the platform. There was a lull 
in the noise. Mr. Parnell was again 
about to speak, when he was interrupted by 
a voice calling out, “Take off your hat.” 
rush was made athim by the people, whu 
againtried to drag him off. He succeeded, 
however, with the assistance of the priests, in 
resisting the attack. Hetried to address the 
people, but hisremarks were inaudible amid 
the uproar and shouts of ‘*Down with the 
dictatorship!’’ **‘We did not invite you to go 
down!’’ Severalof the priests appeared as 
if urging Parnell to retire, but he continued 
to speak despite the noise. Three cheers were 
called for Messrs. Barry and O’Cleary. The 
latter was warmly and loudiy cheered. He 
asked the people to hear Parnell. To 
this there were cries of ‘No! 
no!’? and a_ renewal of the riot. 
Parnell again attemptedto speak. He was in- 
terrupted by cries of ‘* You went to America 
to beg for Ireland,but not for Wexford.” “*Go 
mend your trousers.’’ At this the tem- 
pest once more broke loose. The Chairman 
asked for silence. He was totally unable to 
obtain it. Amid much confusion Parnell re- 
tired. After he had left, several speeches 
were made, the substance of which was that 
the people would not tolerate dictation in the 
selection ofa candidate. The result was that 
Mr. Byrne, Parnell’s pet camdidate, was re- 
jected. On the way to the station the crowd 
hooted Mr. Parnell, and the constabulary had 
to guard the gates of the station, which were 
sn to keep out the hostile and threatening 
mob.

Pretty Mary Mulhaney and Her False

Mary Mulhaney, as she was familiarly termed, 
had *‘loved not wisely but too well,’ and her 
friends began to jeer her. And when the de- 
stroyer of her happiness fied and left her 
alone in her misery, Mary’s heart came near 
breaking, and she could not stand the gibes 
and jeers of her associates, and one fine morn- 
ing@n the delightful October of 1851, when all 
nature seemed smiling, the handsome form of 
Mary Mulhaney was found hanging tothe 
limb of a giant oak near the shanty. She was 
buried, and in-time forgotten. 

Nine years latera p of Nimrods from 
our town were in that neighborhood hunting, 
and among the number was the betrayer of 
sweet Mary Mulhaney. While standing be- 
neath the very tree to which she had hanged 
herself his gun was accidentally discharged, 
and he wasinstantly killed. A terrible and 
just retribution to the destroyer of the sweet 
young life of the handsome [Irish lass. For 
some time after that it was elaimed by parties 
who passed by the scene of the tragedies after 
night, that the ghost of the two parties, ac- 
companied by a big, black dog that accompa- 
nied the deceased N imrod on _ his hunting ex- 
peditions, appeared. In time, too, that was 
forgotten, but Satur night if was all 
brought to memory agai@ in startling form. 
As a young man employed at the mines made 
his way homeward at a tate hour, and nearing 
the spot where the tragedies occurred, he was 
suddenly startled at the appearance of the 
ghosts—the man dressed in a solemn, somber, 
black, andthe woman in ghost-like white, 
while the veritable black dog seen years be- 
fore ran ahead of them. Asthey passed the 
woman gave forth dol/eful and heart-rending 
appeuls to her destroyer, while he replied in 
deep and guttural curses. The young man 
took to his heels, and nothing since can induce 
him to leave his room. The miners employed 
at the mines are greatly excited, and many of 
the more superstitious are threatening to 
leave the dwellings which they occupy, so 
great are their fears. Thereis quite a little 
village at the mines, but after night there is 
not a person to be seen outside the walls ofthe 
houses. 

The excitement in town is great, and there 
is talk of organizing a company to-night and 

watching for the spiritual visitors.

If he cannot refute them, beyond a 
shadow of doubt Mr. Hockaday’s candi- 
dacy is sheer folly. In the meanwhile he

Col. Crittenden is much luckier’ Nobody 
has written an open letter or preferred the 
slightest charge against him. On the con- 
trary. Everybody seems to like him, and 
speaks highly of his character and his 
abilities. His canvass so far has been re- 
markably successful. He seems to have 
friends everywhere, and people of the very 
best character flock to his standard. 
He is even fortunate in some 
of his enemies, whose opposition is more 
valuable than their friendship. 

There is some talk of presenting a new 
candidate for the Governorship from St. 
Louis. No doubt many Democrats in this 
city are gentlemen of conspicuous fitness. 
There is Charles Gibson, for instance, 
who unites great learning and astuteness 
with the clearest head and the purest 
Democracy. There is Charles P. Johnson, 
whose personal magnetism and eloquence 
are known throughout the state. There is 
Don Morrison, Thomas Allen, James 
Broadhead, James Lindley, Thomas Gantt, 
Samuel Glover, Erastus Wells, Alonzo 
Slayback, Albert Todd, either of whom 
would,perhaps, make a good Governor. But 
all these gentlemen have their eye on the 
Senatorship and would consider it almost 
punishment and banishment to live four 
years at Jefferson City. In fact, St. Louis 
never did care for the Governorship. 
Trusten Polk was the only St. Louis Govy- 
ernor ever elected by the Democracy before 
the war, and he only held the office for a

James Stephens, the Fenian Head-Center 
who is now in this city on a mission to reyj. 
talize the Fenian movement, has not met with 
a very cordial or hearty recepj’>" from the 
Irish citizens. Indeed, Stephens is lookeg 


upon as ‘*played out,” and the leaders of the » 


present Irish Nationalist party here donor 
recognize the Head-Center in any manner, 
A reporter this morning met one 


of the leaders of the Irish National party 
bere, a prominent Celtic citizen,and one who 
for the past twenty years has aiways been 
foremost in any movement looking towards 
the redemption of the green isle from Sasse. 
nach rule and oppression. In response tothe 
reportorial query the gentleman expressed 
his distrust of the once puissant Stephens. 
Said he: ‘‘James Stephens in ’66 in the city 
of New York swore in the presence 
of several gentlemen, ex -Otticers 
of the United States army who were then on 
their way to Ireland to lead the Irish, 
that he had then 25,000 stands of arms in that 
country. Believing this to be the fact and so 
far baving no reason to doubt it, these gentile. 
men wentto Ireland. Onthkeir arrival they 
iearned that not 1,000 stand of arms were 
there. The men that he had promised them, 
all organized, were 

CRYING OUT FOR WEAPONS. 
Stephens, instead of going direct to Ireland 
with these parties, went to Paris, and ofthe 
money which was contributed for the Irish 
revolutionary movement considerable 
was spent 1n fitting upa grancpalace for him 
tolivein. Laterghe went to Ireland, was 
arrested and escaped, but the police are 
familar with those events.

HE HAS BEEN SUPPORTED IN PARIS 

by Irishmen living there, chief among whom 
is John O’Leary. Findingthat he could do 
nothing on the banks of the Seine or in I[re- 
land, he came to America. In New York City 
several of the mento whom he made these 
promises in 1866 met him. He then denied 
haviug sworn so,but he was confronted by near- 
ly a score of them and convicted of falsehood. 
It was these misstatements and lies of Ste- 
phens that precipitated the movement in ’66 
and thus caused its failure. Of course, he 
was repudiated in New York. Finding him- 
self nouplussed, Stephens tries to curry favor 
with a very strong organization in this country 
—the Ancient Order of Hibernians; and,while 
that isa secret organization, it is composed 
almost exclusively of Catholics. Now, in 
°66=—s Stephens was red hot against 
the priests—a regular carbonari. Lately, 
however, he has become athorough Catholic, 
and itseems as if merely for a purpose. 
Stephens went to Chicago to carry out his 
purpose, and claims to have founded a circle 
there. His supporters do not number a 
corporal’s guard, butin Chicago there were 
certain soreheads and others who had been 
expelled from the National party, and they 
took hold of him. Now he has 
come to St. Louis. He is trying to 
raise the wind. He has scarcely a satchel left 
and wants to raise some more contributions, 
but we have done with him.” 

THE IRISH NATIONALISTS. 

**Have you still an organization here?’ 

‘*Yes. Onthe ruins of Fenianism rise the 
Irish National party. It has been organized 
for years, and has branches in South America 
and everywhere that our race congregates. 
Their fund in this country to-day amounts te 
$300,000. 7? 

**How many members of the party are there 
in St. Louis?’ 

“Over 1,000. All wedo isto hold regular 
meetings. Our organization is perfect. We 
are ready. But our motto is ‘watch and 
wait.’ We want no more  precipi- 
tancy. We recognize the strength 
of England. ut I will tell 
you one thing, that, should Beaconstield anda 
Conservative majority be returned to Parlia- 
ment, Which I think will take place, and re- 
ani yg measures be adopted by him in Ire- 
and, you may look for dirty work.” 

** What do you mean by dirty work?” 

“Well, Imean dirty work. The [Irish will 
become desperate and you may see the Nihbilis- 
tic mode of revolutionary warfare transferred 
to England, with headquarters in America.” 

*‘Do you meanto say you would counte- 
nance assassination?’’ 

‘*Personally I would be opposed to it. "But 
when menare desperate, and all remedies 
have failed, they will become desperate in 
their despair. If irecland’s enemies fall by 
the dagger and the bullet, we can organize 4a 
reign of terror. England’s leaders will fall! 
one byone before the avenging arm of 
the frenzied Celt, and in her turn she may 
greet those terms she now refuses.’’ 

Further questions were put to the National- 
ist, but he refused to answer them, and the 
interview closed. The gentleman who gave 
utterance to these views is a prominent Irish 
leader, one, too, who leans.to conservatism in 
action, and his opinions may be taken as 8 
faithful reflex of the revolutionary, active 
Irish sentiment in St. Louis.

REDEMEIER’S INSANITY. 


sheriff Finn Calls an Inquest to Sit 
' on Monday Next. 


what Mr. M. F. Taylor Has to Say on 
the Subject. 


The question whether Redemeier is or is 
not insane at the present time will be finally 
put at rest by a jury to be impaneled by 
Sheriff Finn « on Monday next. 
Witnesses will be examined, the 
doctors will bave a rehearing, and in accord- 
ance witb the provision _ of the statute made 
in the case, the Prosecuting Attorney, Col. J. 
C. Normile, hasr ved the following letter 


of notifieation:

This is the tirst proceeding of the kind which 
hax ever occurred in St.. Louis, or in Mis- 
souri, and there is much doubt among the 
lezal authorities as to how the sittings are to 
be conducted. In all probability the Sheriff 
willsit-as a judge, besides swearing and 
impaneling the jury. 

As to the composition of the jury there is 
much doubt and discussion, and Mr. Finn is 
at present at work upon the panel.

The Law in The Case. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter called on Mr. 
Mortimer lk. Taylor, who was one of the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence 
in the — last House which framed 
the statute under which Rede- 
meier will receive his novel trial, and asked 
that gentleman what he _ thought of 
Mr. Finn’s action under the circum- 
stances. “It seems to me,’’ he said, 
‘‘that further inquiry should be made before 
the Sheriff shall impanela juryto try the 
questions raised by toe attorney for Rede- 
If | understand the status of the mat- 
ter, the question of Redemier’s sanity was 
submitted tothe trial jury when the indict- 
ment for murder wus heard aud both ques- 
tious found adversely” to him. It 18 
now sought to retry one of 
these veryissues. By reference to the statute 
under which this is attempted the language 
will be found as follows: ‘If, after any con- 
yict is sentenced to the punishment of 
death, the Sheriff shall have cause to believe 
that such convict has become insane, he may 
summens. It shall then be the duty 
of the Prosecuting Attorney to 
direct proceedings, and if there is a 
finding of insanity this finding shall 
be transmitted to the Governor and 
sentence suspended until such finding 
isacted upon... Let mealso say in passing, 
that similar provision is made in the same 
connection for inquiry, where the convicted 
person is a woman and has become pregnant 
after conviction. ‘That is, the two causes for 
suspension stand upon thesame footing, viz.: 
—Condition reached after verdict and judg- 
ment. 

“It is difficult to see how either ofthese sec- 
tions can be strained into the construction 
sought to be put upon them in this instance. 
Insanity was Redemeicr’s defense. He 
sought sheiter from punishment for his crime 
behind his plea that he was mentally irrespon- 
sible when he committed the crime. His 
defense was fully heard and determined 
against him. He sought review of this find- 
ing in two appellate tribunals, in both of 
which the finding was, 1n all things, affirmed, 
and done too upon this issue alone. How 
then can it be said that the Sheriff shall calla 
new jury forthe purpose, as under the stat- 
ute of inquiring into a matter that has arisen 
after verdict and judgment? It would seem 
that this is the very case comprehended by 
Statute, and in any event tointroduce at 
different system is fraught with very danger- 
ous consequences to the administration of 
criminal law. At what stage of criminal pro- 
cedure does the doctrine of res adjudicata 
come in, if not here? 

‘*The attempt here sought tobe made is 
novel, if we use no harsher term, and it does 
seemas if itshould receive the promptest 
discouragement. Unless the statute quoted 
have such construction as will limit its ap- 
plication to causes arising after judgment 
and; not raised at trial, it is-a 
practical nullification of the work of 
both trial and appellate courts and does 
away, atone stroke, with all of our ideas of 
the force of the doctrine of res adjudicata. In 
conclusion let mesay thatI do not believe 
that these sections give any such authority as 
is assumed by the attorney of Redemeier,. ”?

ERB THE MURDERER. 


His Case Commenced This Morning in 
the Criminal Court. 


This morning in the Criminal Courtthe trial 
of William Henry Erb for the murder of his 
wife Rose Mion alias Aglae Rosalie Erb, was. 
commenced. The murder was committed on 
the 19th of June, 1879, at the residence of the 
murdered woman, No: 3198S. Third street. 


It appears that Erb and his wife did not get 
along very-Wwell together and corsequentlya 
divorce was secured. Afterthe two had been 
legally separated they lived together until 
about one year’ previous to the 
homicide when they again separated. 
Erb made an attempt to kill the woman 


_about two years previous to her death, but 


was prevented by his son. On the 19th of last 
June Erb visited his divorced wife’s house 
and stabbed her with a knife, inflicting two 
wounds, from which the woman died ina 
few moments after receiving them. Erb, 
after inflicting the wounds, threw the knife 
away and walked from the house. He was 
arrested that night, but denied all knowledge 
ofthe affair. The next morning he confessed 
his guilt, as also at the inquest of the coroner. 

The prisoner this morning in court was rep- 
resented by Allen and Coste as his attorneys. 
The State side of the case was conducted by 


/ Col. Normile and Murphy. The entire morno- 


ing session and a good share of the afternoon 
was occupied in securing a jury, as forty ad- 
ditional jurors were summoned this morniag 
for this particular case. The defense will 
attempt to prove the insanity of the prisoner 
superinduced by the excessive use of liquor.

L. Mills, of 
the Vandalia, called on Mayor Joyce, of East 
St. Louis, yesterday, and informed him that 
the employes and officers of that road 
were stoned on last Sunday, and de- 
sired all the protection the authorities 
could afford. Mayor Joyce at once 
communicated with City Marshal Renshaw. 
who will send all the aid he can conveniently 
affordtothe island to assist in preserving 
order. Things are moving smoothly on all the 
roads now and considerable freight is being 
shipped.

A Quarrel Which Originated in a Ques- 
tion of Natural History. 


The Inquest Held Te-Day on the Body of 
Annie Banks. 


On account of the sickness of Dr. <Auler, 
Mr. Frank O'Neil, the Deputy Coroner, this 
morning empaneled a jury and held an 
inquest on the body of Annie Banks, the ne- 
gro woman who was murdered by her hus- 
band, Jim Banks, at Rock Springs on Sunday 
night. There was some difficulty experienced 
in getting ajury, and it was half-past 10 be- 
fore the requisite gentlemen were found, and 
inthe meantime the prisoner was brought to 
the Coroner’s office handcuffed and attended 


by several policemen. 
JAMES BANKS 


is a cruel, sullen-looking negro, nearly 


sixty years of age, but with the African char- 
acter of not showing his age upon 
his face. His kinky hair = is 
grizzled and turning gray,and one side ef 
his face, the left, 1s swollen from the effect of 
aheavy blow. His faceisadeep black, the 
eyes are lowering and the jaw frescoed with 
a sprangly whisker; his beard and mustache 
are well grown and grizzly. He was dressed 
in a decent black coat and pants with a brown 
check shirt and in appearance had nothing to 
distinguish him from the ordinary Missis- 
sippi fieldhand brought North by the exodus. 


Afier a time the jury and the 
witnesses formed into procession 
and marched round to the. Morgue, 


where the dead body was lying. Usually in 
such cases there is a crowd of people collect- 
en about the building, but the deathofa 
Mississippi negrowas apparently not an at- 
traction, the draw consisting of not more 
than a dozen boys and school children. In- 
» side the Morgue the jurymen were first mar- 
shaled into the presence of 
THE DEAD WOMAN. 

She was lying upon the table in the back 
room, denuded of her clothing and covered 
by arubber tarpaulin, which was turned 


down s0 as to show her face and_ to 
cover che rest of her person. Tne 


head was decorated with long, thin plaits of 
hair, which stood out grotesquely, and spread 
upon the boards upon which she was lying. Her 
face was in repose, and looked rather sharpen- 
ed by care and worry. When the jurymen 
and witnesses had gathered in, the doors were 
closed, and Mr. O’ Neil proceeded to give the 
necessary oaths. The prisoner was unshack- 
led andasked if he knew the woman. ‘Yes, 
sah, Ido. She’s my beloved wife,’ he an- 
swered, andin responseto the usual queries 
he said that he wanted to make a sjworn 
statement. Just as the party were turn- 
ing to leave the room in which the 
corpse was lying Banks asked to be released 
long enough to kiss his wife, but his request 
was, forthetime being, denied, and he was 
told that as soon as his testimony was taken he 
would be permitted to see her again and Kiss 
her if he wished. The death wound inthe 
breast was shown to the jury. 


The Inquest. 

The first witness called was the murderer 
himself, who talked rapidly and nervously in 
a broad Southern dialect. He stated two or 
three times that he wanted totell why be had 


shot his wife, and his story runs 
nearly as_ follows: “T’m fiftv-seven 
or eight years old, gen’lmen. 


I was a jittle boy in Virginia the time the 
stars busted. I was four year ole then. Befo’ 
the war I was a house servant in the Jefferson 
family in Mississippi, and since I’ve been 
farmin’ in Hines and 
sissippi. I married Annie about four years 
ago. She had two husbands before I had he-. 
We came north to St. Louis about two 
months ago with the exodus. I did oad jobs, 
picked regs and sich. and 1 allowed my wife 
to cook ’easionallv for Capt. W.G. Bartle. 
She brought home fifty cents with her, 
and I told her that wasn’t 
enough money, and that she must not go there 
to work anv more. Bimebye, however, she 
hired out by the month to Cap’n 
lady. I was there one evening to 
home when she and Cap’n Bartle’s son was in 
the next room a-talking about whether a cow 
and a pig was a mixture: then she came out 


and we argued it alfthe way home, 
mad about it, and at last I gave her a push, 
and the next time she wouldn’t come home no 


more. ThenCap’n Bartle told me not to come 
round there anv more, but I used to see 
my wife sometimes, and at last J 


packed her clothes up and brought ’em to 
her, but she sent them back. On SundavI 
asked her to take me for good, and also 
whether she was coming back or not: but she 
wouldn’ttell. This was about noon. IT had 
to leave because they told me Cap ‘na 
was comin’, and then I went and gave a 
woman a five-dollar clock to go and try vet my 
wife back, but it was no use. In the evening 
I went tothe house to see her, not intending 
to shoot ber, but wanting her to come out 
and talk to me. I saw her in the dining-room, 
and | firedthrough the window, not wanting 
to hurt her but to scare her so that she woulu 
come back tome. Ithen went over to East 
St. Louis,where I had moved,and was arrested 
just as I wasstartingdowntheriver. I didn’t 
know thenthat I had hurt her, and God 
knows! did not mean to.” The prisoner 
then signed his name in sprawling; irregular 
letters and withdrew to another chair. 
MRS. MARY C. BARTLE, 

in whose employ the murdered woman was 
when she was killed, was then called and her 
testimony taken. ‘*Il am the wife of Wm. G. 
Bartle,’’ she said, *tand we live on the Clay- 
ton road and Sarpy avenue, and have known 
the deceased for three or four weeks, during 
most of which time she was in my employ. 
Her husband, whom I identify as the prisoner 
here, called at the house several times to see 
his wife. One Sunday morning she said she 
felt bad, that her husband had struck her 


> 


and abused her during the  pust 
night. At last when he came 


she ran up stairs and refused to see him, and 
would not go home with him. I told bim 
that I was not keeping his wife from seeing 
him or from going with him, and after that 
she did not go home for two weeks, until last 
Sunday. Inthe meantime her husband used 
to call frequently, and I made her go outin 
the yard and sce kim, but she would not go 
home with him. At last I told ber that I 
could not be bothered that way any longer, 
that she would have to leave, and she cried and 
begged to stay so hard that I let her. On 
Sunday as we were coming home from church 
we caught a glimpse of him in the yard, and 
she said he had been there again. All of that 
afternoon she passed with the children a hap- 
py and contented girl, We had tea about 7 
o’clock; my husband went in his daughter’s 
room and my little son followed in there. He 
remained there a little time, and then came 
back and shook the crumbs off of the table- 
cloth to a little dog that was on the porch, and 
just as he was. stepping back into the room 
we heard the _ report of a pistol. We 
were in the adjoining room. I thought 
the dishes had fallen, but hearing her scream 
I thought that my husband had been shot. 
She ran tothe foot of the stairs. She was 
washing the dishes at the time and the bullet 
came through the glasssin the window by 
which she was standing. Dr. Barker exam- 
ined her ina few moments after the shooting 
and declared her injuries mortal. While she 
Was falling she said,*Ob, Banks, my hus-

The Money of a Deceased Druid Can Not 
Go to Common Creditors.

The Court of Appeals Renders a Decision of 
[mportance to Members of*Secret Orders. 


The Court of Appeals this morning ren- 
dered an opinion in the case of Carl Schmidt, 
administrator of Carl Haach, deceased, vs. 
Grand Grove of the Ancient Order of Druids 
and Franklin Grove Lodge No. 16, which hag 
some points of interest to the members of co- 
operative insurance societies. 

THE OPINION. 


This is an action to recover from the 
defendant Groves the sum of $700. The ac- 
tion is by the administrator of Haach, who 
was shown to have died a member in good 
standing of the subordinate Grove Lodge 
No. 16. The cause was tried without ajury 
and the findingand judgment were for the 
defendants. 

The act of incorporation of the Grand 
Grove provides that it 1s organized for the 
purpose of rendering aid to the members 
and their families 1n case of sickness, acci- 
dent or death, and. of making 
provision against the calamities to which men 
are liable, and itis divided for the purpose 
into subordinate groves. The property is to 


be used only for the purpose of creating 4 | 


iundtoajd the sick and needy, to bury the 
dead, to aid the families of the sick and needy 
and deceased members, and for educational 
and hospital purposes, and for the expenses 
of meetings und regalia. Section 1 of articie 


10 provides that the relief fund of the order | 


‘is created mainly for the purpose of 
protecting from immediate want the 


surviving family and relations depending on 
the former earnings of the deceased brother, 
and the amount to be paid them shall be is- 
sued for their support. 

NO DEBTS WHATEVER, 
except the necessary funeral expenses of the 


deceased brothers, shall be paid out of such | 
relief money, and no creditor or administra- | 
tor shall bave any claim on it, or on any part | 
of the same article |
